He said two welfare 
grants totaling $12 per welfare 
client last year and two In- 
creases In nursing home allow- 
ances totaling $35 per patient 
were responsible 
for the in- 


crease In expenditures. 


"It appeared before the fiscal 


year ended that the appropria- 
tion of the 1967 General Assem- 
bly for welfare programs was 
Insufficient to meet the needs 
of the fiscal year 1967-68," Blay- 
lock said. 


Blaylock said In the report 


that an average of 62,768 per- 
sons per month had received 
welfare assistance totaling more 
than $55 million during the last 
fiscal year.

Brandon in 
Defense of 
State Act 
Lift LI ROCK (AP) - State 


Rep, Doug Brandon of Little 
Rock said Monday that Act 113 
of 1967 belongs In the area of 
industrial development and that 
it would be unfortunate to lose 
the rational of Its purpose In 
"nonprovable arguments about 
revenue losses or gainsi when 
these losses or gains can origl» 
nate in many ways," 


Former Gov, Orval Faubus 


said last week that the act had 
cost the state $8 million already, 
The state Revenue Department 
later indicated that the act 
might have cost the state $5 
million. 


Brandon, who authored the 


act, said Monday the figures 
had been "drawn completely out 
of the air" and estimated the 
loss to be less than $1 million. 


The 
act exempts industry 


from the 3 per cent sales tax 
la* on machinery and equip- 
ment used in manufacturing or 
processing. 


Brandon said similar legisla- 


tion was enacted in Missouri six 
or seven years ago and that the 
lost revenue was regained in 
three years. 


He said he told members of 


the House that the bill would 
begin returning more revenue in 
future years in an increasing 
amount although It would pro- 
duce a revenue loss for two or 
three years. 


Brandon also said that he 


talked with Faubus by telephone 
and that the former governor 
referred to a $4 million loss in 
buildings. Brandon said he then 
told Faubus that buildings were 
exempt.

NEW YORK (AP) - If you've 


been wondering how your name 
got on the latest "junk mail" 
list, you might ask your state 
motor vehicle department. 


An Associated Press survey 


shows that most states sell their 
lists-at prices ranging from 
$70,000 in New York to $8 in 
West Virginia. Some apparently 
give them away. 


One firm, R. L. Polk & Co. of 


Detroit, appears to be prac- 
tically the only customer for the 
lists and uses them as what 
must be one of the largest reser- 
voirs in the country for direct 
mail advertisers. 


Polk won't say how much it 


pays for them—or how much it 
makes on them— but the survey 
showed It gets the bulk for a 
total of not much more than 
$500,000. 


Disclosures of the sale of of- 


ficial public records for com- 
mercial use has stirred invasion 
of 
privacy 
controversies 
In 


some parts of the country. At 
least two citizens have gone into 
court about it. 


Most motor vehicle depart- 


ment officials Interviewed in the 
survey considered the sale rou- 
tine. Typical was the reaction hi 
North Carolina, which sold Polk 
2 million names and addresses 
for $36,000 this year. 


"By law our records are open 


to 
the public unless they are 


specifically 
declared 
con- 


fidential and I guess that's the 
statute under which we've been 
proceeding," said Miss Foy In- 
gram, 
the 
North 
Carolina 


registration director. 


Polk is a 97-year-old firm 


which also publishes 1,400 city 
directories. "We do not invade 
anyone's privacy," said Alvln 
Kropf, Polk's senior vice presi- 
dent. "As business statisticians 
and publishers, 
we gathered 


public Information and refine 
and publish such facts and fig- 
ures which are set out in open 
public records." 


The 
AP survey found that 


Polk buys or trades for most of 
the 
95 
million 
names 
and 


addresses of auto registrants 
directly through the state capi- 
tols at prices apparently de- 
pendent on how much the par- 
ticular state thinks Its list Is 
worth. 


Polk even has the list of states 


which say they don't sell them. 
These are Illinois, Alaska, South 
Dakota, 
Kentucky, Washington 


and Washington, D.C. 


New York State's $70,000 a 


year Is the highest price Polk 
pays for one list. California, 
which has the biggest motor 
vehicle population In the coun- 
try, gets $47,000. Rural Alabama 
gets $52,000 while auto state 
Michigan gets $1,200, 
South 


Carolina charges $75. Wisconsin 
gets $120.

Violent Coordinating Committee 
l SNCC). 


The Nashville riot, marked by 


shooting, 
looting and burning, 


was linked to SNCC activities by 
city Police Capt. John A. Sorace 
in testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee last Au- 
gust. 


The investigations

mittee, in four days of hearings 
on a gun battle last May be- 
tween Houston police and stu- 
dents at Texas Southern Univer- 
sity, similarly were told the riot 
was preceded by agitation by 
SNCC members.

SAIGON (AP) - Heavy fight-

Troops of South Korea's White 


Horse Division reported killing 
113 North Vietnamese in fight* 
ing Monday and today near the 
division base headquarters in 
the lowlands 205 miles northeast 
of Saigon. Korean casualties 
were reported light. 


In a series of sharp clashes in 


the central highlands 300 miles 
north of Saigon, 20 American 
paratroopers and 18 North Viet- 
namese troops were killed. The 
units of the U.S. 173rd Airborne 
Brigade also reported 27 men 
wounded. 


As the ground fighting picked 


up, U.S. Air Force fighter- 
bombers took advantage of a 
break in the northeast monsoons 
Monday and flew through heavy
